LAWTON SHOT DEAD. 


KILLED WHILE DRIVING HOSTILE FILIPINOS 
SAN MATEO DISTRICT. 


The Stalwart Commander of Brave “American Forces Paced 
in Front of Insurgents’ Trenches Where He 
Laughed at Their Bullets.

Was Urged by a Staff Officer to Takes Cover, but Refused—Suddenly

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The War Department 
tonight received the following official news of the killing of 


|Gen. Lawton near San Mateo, Luzon: 


“MANILA, Dec. 19.—Gen. Lawton, ‘aes in driv- 
ing insurgents from San Mateo section of country northeast 
of Manila, killed instantly at 9.30 yesterday morning. A 
great loss to us and his country.

He Laughed at Bullets. 

MANILA, Dec. 19, 11 p.m.—Gen. Lawton left here 

Monday night, having returned from his northern opera- 


| tions Saturday, to lead an expedition through Mariquina 


Valley, which has been an insurgent stronghold throughout 
the war, The valley has several times been invaded, but 
never held by the Americans. Gen. Geronimo was sup- 
posed to have there the last organized force north of Manila, 
and Gen. Otis wished to garrison Mariquina. 

The night was one of the worst of the season. A territic | 


{rain had begun, and is still continuing. Accompanied by 


his staff and Troop I., Fourth Cavalry, Gen. Lawton set out 


at 9 o'clock in advance of the main force, consisting of the 


Eleventh Cavalry and one battalion each of the Twentieth 
end Twenty-seventh Infantry, which started ‘rom La Loma 
at midnight, With a small escort, he led the way through 
an almost pathless country, a distance of fifteen miles over 
hills and- through canebrake and deep mud, the horses 
climbing the rocks and sliding down the hills. Before day- 
break, the command had reached the head of the valley. 
San Mateo was attacked at 8 o'clock, and a three- 
hours’ fight ensued. This resulted in but few casualties on 
the American side, apart from the death of Gen. Lawton, 
but the attack was difficult, because of the natural nema 
of the town. 
Gen. Lawton was walking along the firing line within 
300 yards of a small sharpshooter’s trench, conspicuous in 
the big white helmet he always wore and a light yellow rain 
coat. He was also easily distinguishable because of his 
commanding stature. 

The sharpshooters fired several close shots which clipped 
the grass near by. His staff officer called Gen. Lawton’s 
attention to the danger he was in, but he only laughed with 
his usual contempt for bullets. 

Suddenly he exclaimed: ‘I am shot.” He clasped his 

hands in a desperate effort to stand erect, and fell into the 
arms of a staff officer. _Orderlies rushed across the field for 

surgeons, who dashed up immediately, but their efforts 

were useless, The body was taken toa’ clump of bushes 

and laid on a stretcher, the familiar white helmet covering 
the face of the dead general. Almost at this moment, the 
cheers of the American troops rushing into San Mateo were 
mingled with the rifle volleys. | 

. After the fight, six stalwart cavalrymen forded the river 

to the town, carrying the litter on their shoulders, the staff 
preceding with the colors and a cavalry escort following. 

The troops filed bareheaded through the building where the 

body was laid, and many a tear fell from the eyes of men 

who had long followed the intrepid Lawton. The entire 

command was stricken with grief as though each man had 

suffered a personal loss. Owing to the condition of the 


country, which is impassable so far as vehicles are con- 
cerned, the remains could not be brought to Manila today. 
Mrs. Lawton and the children are living in a govern- 
ment residence formerly occupied by a Spanish general. 
San Mateo lies between a high mountain behind and a broad, 
shallow stream in front,with wide sandbars which the insur- 
gent trenches and the buildings command. The Americans 
were compelled to ford the river under fire 
It was while they were lying in the rice fields and volleying 
across, preparatory to passing the stream, that Gen. Law- 
ton was shot. All except the officers were behind cover. A 
staff officer was wounded about the same time, and one other 
fficer and seven men were wounded. 

After three hours of shooiing, the Filipinos were dis- 
versed into the mountains. Col. Lockett took command 
when Gen. Lawton fell.

‘TWO FATAL FIRES IN ONE DAY 


AT NEW YORK. 


List of Fatalities Already Foots Up 
Seven With Small Chance for the 
Recovery of Six Other Badly 
Burned Victims. 


Flames Started in the Basement and 
Gain Such Great Headway That 
the Firemen Were Rendered 
Almost Helpless. 


Women, Driven from Their Rooms to 
the Window Sills, Rescued by Fire- 
men—Conflagration in South 
Carolina,

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Seven lives 
were lost in two big tenement-houses 
which were destroyed by fire in this 
city early today. Five charred bodies 
were found on the upper floors of a 
burned tenement at One Hundred and 
Second street and Third avenue;known 
as the Mentor, and five women and @ 
little child, all badly burned, were car- 


ried from the blazing house to near-by 


hospitals. here is thought to be but 
slight chance of any of the six surviv- 
ing. 

Several other persons only escaped 
from the flames and dense smoke with 
cuts and bruises.

The building was occupied by ja 
liquor store on the first floor and on the 
upper floors by families. When the fire 
was discovered by a man named Ward 
the flames were coming out of the 
hallway. The man could not enter the 
hallway, but he ran into the street and 
threw stones at the building... There 
was no fire escape in the front of the 
building. Presently Ward saw at the 
fourth-floor window a woman hanging 
on the ledge, the fire already having in- 
vaded her rooms. She _ proved to be 
Delia O’Connell. Her sister was also 
climbing out of the window, and she 
had already been severely burned and 
half suffocated by smoke. 

Both women were hanging from the 
window when a hook and ladder truck 
came up. The men at once put up 
scaling and extension ladders and the 
firemen climbed up. At the fourth floor 
another woman, Mrs. Susan McAdee, 
60 years old, was found partly burned 
and dazed by smoke, hanging out of a 
window. The firemen tied a 
around Mrs. McAdee and let‘her safely 


Three firemen caught the O’Connell 
woman in their arms, not an instant 
too soon. Both were badly burned. By 
this time many men and women were 
found at the windows, having been 
driven out of their rooms by the flames. 
|} A few of the people escaped by the 
rear, where there were fire escapes. 

Hook and Ladder Captain Turpenny 
scaled a ladder to the top floor, and 
found little Mary Barrett holding onto 
the window ledge. A sheet of flame 
had struck her in the eyes and burned 
them out. Her father, mother and lit- 
tle sister were burned to death. The 
doctors say she cannot live. 

May Seary was found at one of the 
upper floor windows, crouching in a 
corner, too suffocated by smoke to be 
able to help herself. 

The other fire, in Tenth avenue, near 
Thirty-eighth street, started in the 
basement or first-floor hallway. and 
when it was discovered had such head- 
way that it was impossible to enter. 
The families in the upper part of the 
house fied to the roof,’ whence they 
easily reached the street. The fire- 
men, on going through the house after 
the fire had been subdued, found two 
bodies at the foot of the Stairs on the 
third floor. The positions showed that 
the woman had been trying to carry 
her child up the stairs. 

The damage to the building was com- 
paratively small. The loss on_ the 
building was $40,000.

OHIO BRIBERY CASE. 


CHARGE AGAINST STANDARD OIL 
COMPANY DISMISSED. 
PB. DAY REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (0O.,) Dec. 19.—The Su- 
preme Court today handed down @ de- 
cision in thé bribery cage of Atty.-Gen. 
Monnett against the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. The Attorney-General furnished 
information to the effect that he was 
approached by Charles Squire of New 
York with a bribe of $400,000 if he 
would permit the cases pending agains~ 
-the Standard Oil Company to go by de- 
fault. It was claimed that Squire was 
the representative of F, B. Squire, sec- 
retary of the Standard Oil Company., 
Frank Haskell and Frank Rockefeller, 
son of the president of the company. 

The decision dismisses the case, say~ 
ing that the information does not con- 
nect the Standard Oil Company with 
the attempt at bribery stated therein. 

The court holds that the papers pre- 
sented in the case should not be passed 
on for the reason that the charges are 
not presented in any recognized form 
requiring the action of the court, and 
for the further reason that no charge is 
made directly or indirectly against 
the Standard Oil Company of an at- 


| tempt to bribe the Attorney-General or 


any other officer of the State, in the 
case now pending in the court, charg- 
ing them with contempt in not obey- 
ing the former order and judgment of 
the court. 

The opinion says: “An attempt to 
bribe the Attorney-General in any mat- 
ter not pending in this court is not 
within its jurisdiction, in. the first in- 
stance. Proceedings by indictment 
would be the proper course in such 
cases, that the party may have trial 
by jury if deman@ed.” 


UNION LABORITES ~ 
DECLARE AGAINST SLAVERY. 


FEDERATED FREAKS YAWP ABOUT 
HUMAN FREEDOM. 


Affiliated Knights of Repose Re- 
solve to Request the Placing of the 
Union Label on School Books—De- 
bate Over Transferring of Linotype- 
machine Tenders. 


{A. P. DAY REPORT.1 


DETROIT, Dec. 19.—The American 
Federation of Labor today declared 
against slavery within the jurisdiction 
of the United States, in the following 
language:. 

“We reaffirm our previous position 
on this question, namely, that there 
must be no slavery nor 

wnership or contract, tolerated under 
the. Amactoah flag, and that we will 
make any one whose action shall in 
any way militate against this principle 
of human freedom responsible for such 
action in every legitimate manner open 

o us,” 
, It was stated that 100,000 slaves are 
now working under contract in the Ha- 
waiian Islands; that evasion of the 
contracts commits them to prison; that 
their time in prison is added to their 
terms of serfdom, and that the act ad- 
mitting Hawaii to the United States 
provided for the continuation of this 
contract, a provision for repealing that 
feature having been voted down by the 
Senate. The convention adopted the 
declaration unanimously. 

A proposition for establishment of 

a court of five arbitrators to be ap- 
pointed by each annal convention of 
the federation to settle all questions 
of gurisdiction between the various fed- 
erated bodies, was rejected. A major- 
ity of the delegates held that such ar- 
bitration would be unfair. 
- Resolutions were adopted as follows: 
Favoring shorter. hours for barbers; 
urging the government to provide more 
seaworthy lifeboats; requesting the 
placing of union labels on school books; 
bringing machine coopers under juris- 
diction of the coopers’ union; indorsing 
granite-cutters’ contention for an eight- 
hour day; requesting all federated 
unions which are connected with the 
Chicago Building Trades Council to 
instruct their delegates there to so vote 
that the local unions of granite cut- 
ters shall not be interfered with in 
following legitimate craft lines in Chi- 
cago. 

After considerable discussion the 
question of granting a federation char- 
ter to the piano and organ workers, 
giving them jurisdiction over certain 
other factory employés was recom- 
mitted. 

The convention then went into execu- 
tive session under special order on the 
proposition to release the Jinotype- 
tenders from the jurisdiction of the 
Typographical Union. The debate be- 
tween the printers and the machinist 
delegates as to whether the linotype- 
machine tenders should be transferred 
to the machinists’ jurisdiction, was long 
and warm. The machinists expressed 
willingness to have the question arbi- 
trated. The printers held that since 
many of the typesetting-machine ten- 
ders were also printers, it would be un- 


latter’s jurisdiction. 

The convention finally voted that the 
executive council of the federation ap- 
point a committee of nine to arbitrate

OPPOSED TO WARS. 
{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

DETROIT, Dec. 19.—The significant 
feature of the eighth day of the Fed- 
eration of Labor convention was a 
stand taken this afternoon in regard 
to all wars of conquest. The dele- 
gates, representatives of probably 
1,500,000 members of labor unions, voted 
unanimously that such wars, ‘‘whether 
waged in Africa, the Philippines or 
elsewhere,’’ greatly endangered the lib- 
erties of the conquered people. The 
declaration closed with a reiteration of 
sentiments previously adopted in an- 
other form, ‘‘that we are opposed to 
any increase of the standing army of 
the United States beyond 25,000 of- 
ficers and enlisted men.” 

The executive council of the federa- 


to carry out these sentiments. 

This and other national questions 
were brought up by reading a report 
from the committee on President Gom- 
pers’ report. Nearly all the sections of 
that document were approved by the 
committee. It agreed with Mr. Gom- 
pers that trusts are to be considered 
a natural outcome of commercial com- 
petition, and that the only reasonable 
way in which organized labor can meet 
and overcome such evils is in a nat- 
ural way. The report advised asking 
for legislation not for sweeping the 
trusts away, but insisting that they 
shall not have control of the govern- 
mental machinery af city and State.

GALLANT FIGHTER’S 
SPLENDID ONE. 


GEN. LAWTON A RESIDENT OF 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Born in Ohio, He Entered the Service 
of His Country from Indiana in the 
Civil War—Fought Apaches in Ari- 
zona and Spaniards at El Caney. 
Died Among Filipinos. 


The death of Maj.-Gen. Henry W. 
Lawton, at the hands of the Filipino 
rebels, strikes hard here in Southern 
California, for his home, in so far as ‘a 
soldier in the regular establishment 
has a home, was in the midst of this 
people. Having become enamored of 
this section of California when serving 
upon the staff of Maj.-Gen. Miles at the 
time when military headquarters were 
maintained in Los Angeles, Gen. Law- 
ton, then colonel, went to Redlands in 
1894, and purchased an orange grove 
near Terracina, as a residence for his 
family. Mrs. Lawton has since lived 
there, with their four children, and has 
supervised the care of the ranch. 

During his service on the staff of Gen. 
Miles, Gen. Lawton became thoroughly 
well known here, and while in this city 
became a member of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, Gen. Miles and him- 
Self being initiated into Stanton Post 
on the same evening. Through this 
Sallant officer’s services in the civil 
war, in the Apache campaign in Ari- 
zona, in the Cuban war and in the war 
in the Philippines, his splendid record 
has become a part of the history of his 
country, and he has died as a soldier 
likes to die, in the heat of conflict with 
an enemy of his country, facing the foe. 

HIS MILITARY CAREER. 

According to the army register Henry 
W. Lawton on April 18, 1861, became a 
Sergeant of Co. E, Ninth Indiana In- 
fantry, from which regimeat he was 
discharged on July 29 of thateyear. On 
August 20 following he was made first 
lieutenant in the Thirtieth Indiana In- 
fantry, his subsequent service in that 
regiment being as follows: Captain, 
May 17, 1862; lieutenant-colonel, Novem- 
ber 15, 1864; colonel by brevet, March 
13, 1865; being mustered out on Novem- 
ber 25, of that year. Gen. Lawton's 
further service in the volunteer estab- 
lishment began on May 4, 1898, when 
he was promoted from the rank of 
lieutenant-colonel in the regular army 
to the rank of brigadier-general of 
volunteers, and was advanced to the 
rank of major-general on July 8 of that 


year, 


Americans, 


Gen. Lawton’s service in the perma- 
nent establishment, being appointed 
from the State of Indiana, be- 
gan with his being commissioned 
as second lieutenant in the Forty- 
first Infantry Regiment, July 28, 
1866; first lieutenant, July 31, 1867; 
transferred to the Twenty-fourth Infan- 
try, November 11, 1869; transferred to 
the cavalry arm, January 1, 1871, and 
assigned to the Fourth Cavalry on the 
Same date. Promoted captain March 
20, 1879; major, September 17, 1888; lieu- 
tenant-colonel, February 12, 1889, being 


advanced to colonel on July 7, 1898. 


While occupying the three ranks last 


named, Gen. Lawton held the position 


of inspector-general. 

Gen. Lawton was born in Ohio March 
17, 1843, and was therefore in his fifty- 
seventh year when he fell a victim to 
the fortunes of war. He had been 
taught a trade before the war, and 


served in the campaign in West Vir-- 


ginia under Gen. McClellan, and in all 
the campaigns and battle of the Army 
of the Cumberland, 
thirty-seven battles and coming out of 
the war with the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel of the Thirtieth Indiana Volun- 
teers. 

Col. Lawton was awarded one of the 


few and highly prized medals of honor, 


bestowed, under an act of Congress ap- 
proved March 12, 1862, for feats of spe- 
cial bravery. This medal was given 
“for distinguished gallantry in leading 
a charge of skirmishers against the 
enemy’s rifle pits, taking them with 
their occupants, and stubbornly and 
successfully resisting two determined 
attacks by the enemy to retake the 
works, in front of Atlanta, Ga., Au- 
gust ’3, 1864.” 

After the war Col. Lawton studied 
for eighteen months in Harvard Law 
School, but the attractions of army life 
for him were too strong to be resisted, 
and he reénlisted. He was married at 
Louisville, Ky., December 12, 1881, to 
Miss Mary Craig, of that city, whose 
ancestors came to Virginia from Eng- 
land, and were officers in the revolu- 
tionary armies. 

AS INDIAN FIGHTER. 

Most of Col. Lawton’s service since 
reénlistment has been on the frontier, 
and the exploit by which he was best 
remembered, prior to the late war, was 
the capture off} the noted Apache chief 
and desperado, Geronimo, which was 
effected in the Terrace Mountains, 
Mexico, in the summer of 1886, after a 
pursuit which lasted from May 5 to 
August 8, 1886. The capture was made 
by Troop B of the Fourth Cavalry, and 
afterwar@, as a special reward, upon 
the request of Gen. Sheridan, this troop 
was transferred to Fort Meyer, on the 
Potomac opposite Washington. 

Immediately after entering the regu- 
lar army as a lieutenant, this officer 
spent ten years at hard service on the 
border in Texas, and first came into 
military prominence as a regular army 
officer in the war with the Apaches in 
Arizona, establishing the fact that he 
was an intrepid soldier, a tireless cam- 
paigner. and an adroit and successful 
commander. At the outbreak of the 
American-Spanish war the general was 
given command of a division under 
Gen. Shafter in the advance upon San- 
tiago de Cuba, and in that campaign, 
which ended so gloriously for the 
American arms, he was a strong and 
conspicuous figure throughout all the 
movements. The record he gained for 
dash, daring and tireless zeal in the 
Indian campaigns was repeated in the 
trying service that our troops in Cuba 
were called upon to perform. 

IN AMERICAN-SPANISH WAR. 

It was Gen. Lawton’s division that 
was detailed by Gen. Shafter to begin 
the attack at El Caney, and how gal- 
lantly the work was done at that point 
in the Cuban campaign is a matter of 
recent history. As is known of all 
Gen. Lawton gained a 
brilliant and important victory at El 
Caney, and took a prominent part in 
the subsequent movements which led 
to the surrender of the Spanish army 
under command of Gen. Toral. 

This is Gen. Lawton’s own account 
of the movements of his command in 


‘the operations at El Caney: 


“The town of El Caney is situated at 
an important point about four miles 
northeast of Santiago de Cuba, on the 
main road from Guantanamo to that 
city, where reinforcements for the 
Spanish garrison of Santiago de Cuba 
would probably concentrate. The town 
was strongly fortified with numerous 
blockhouses within its limits and on the 
roads leading thence. On a prominent 
hill of the town was a stone fort, sur- 
rounded, as was afterward known, by 
intrenchments cut in solid rock. The 
reduction of El Caney being determined 


participating in. 


| upon, and being on the right flank of 


the general advance on Santiago de 
Cuba, the duty devolved on the Second 
Division to which was attached Light 
Battery F. First Artillery, commanded 
by Capt. Allyn Capron. After due re- 
connoissance by the division and brigade 
commanders, the movement began 
about 3 p.m. on June 30, from the divi- 
sion camp, about four miles: east of 
Santiago, on the main road from Si- 
boney through Sevilla. 

“The light battery first opened on a 
column of Spanish troops, which ap- 
peared to be cavalry moving westward 
from Fl Caney, and at about two miles 
range, resulting, as was afterward 
learned, in killing sixteen in the col- 
umn. The battery remained during the 
action at its first pogition until about 
2:30 p.m., when it was moved to a new 
position south of and about 1000 yards 
from certain blockhouses in ‘the town, 
Where a few shots, all taking effect, 
were fired. This firing terminated the 
action, as the Spanish garrison were 
attempting to escape. Gen. J. C. Bates, 
United States Volunteers, with two 
regiments of his Independent Brigade, 
the Third and Twentieth Infantry, hav- 
ing been sent by the major-general 
commanding the forces of the United 
States in Cuba to relieve the Second 
Brigade of the Second Division, these 
holding the main road from El Caney 
to Santiago, so as to permit it to join 
in the attack, also came forward, joined 
in the attack, taking position between 
the Second and Third brigades, and 
rendered material assistance, especially 
in the assault of tho stone fort. 

“During the action I was  accom- 
panied most of the time by Maj-Gen. 
J. C. Breckinridge, Inspector-General 
United States army, as a spéctator, 
and had the advantage of his valuable 
suggestions and advice during the day. 
His horse was shot under him in the 
advance upon Santiago on the morning 
of the 2nd inst.” 

It was durings this campaign that 
one correspondent said of Gen. Lawton: 
“He is never to be caught napping, for 
the reason that he never sleeps. I be- 
lieve he never went to his cot the first 
week, except to have the shirt in which 
oo) came ashore restored to its original 
color.”’ 


BRECKINRIDGE‘'S TESTIMONIAL. 

In reporting on the battles of San- 
tiago, Inspector-General Breckinridge 
said of Gen. Lawton that he is, “‘in 
every exigency of campaign and battle, 
capable of adequately performing more 
than was ever assigned to him, though 
some of the severest military tasks and 
duties were performed by him. This 
judgment still stands well established. 
though the command of a division of 
regulars, and the front and swinging 
right wing of an invading and assault- 
ing army has been intrusted confi- 
dently to his command. The reserve 
force and quiet self-control with which 
every step in action was conducted, 
equaled his proverbial energy, endur- 
ance, courage and tenacity.” 

IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

It was early seen by the govern- 
ment that the service of just such a 
soldier as Gen. Lawton was needed in 
the Philippines, and he was therefore 
ordered by the War Department to 
proceed to Manila. Accompanied bythe 
Fourth Regiment, United States Reg- 
ular Infantry, from Fort Sheridan, IIl1., 


he sailed from New York’ with 
his staff on the model trans- 
port Grant, for that port on Jan- 


uary 18 last, via the Suez Canal. A spe- 
cial farewell was given the transport 
by the Secretary of War, the Adju- 


tant-General of the army and mem- 


bers of the military committees of 
Congress. The transport, handsomely 
decorated, weighed anchor at 1o’clock 
p.m. on that date, went up the North 
River to Grant’s tomb and then pro- 
ceeded out to sea, salutes being fired 
ffom Governdr’s Island and Forts 
Hamilton and Wadsworth, as the ship, 
with its precious freightage, passed 
down the bay. : 

Gen. Lawton and his command were 
accorded great honors at _ different 
points en route to Manila; at some of 
the ports the command on board the 
Grant disembarking and parading in 
review, being saluted by the commands 
of British troops located at those sta- 
tions. 3 

The Grant, with Gen. Lawton on 
board, arrived safely at Manila on 
March 10 of this year, where that of- 
ficer formally reported to Maj.-Gen. 
Elwell S. Otis, the Department Com- 
mander, after which he returned on 
board the Grant. 

Gen. Lawton was immediately placed 
in command of the First Division, under 
Maj.-Gen. Otis, relieving Maj.-Gen. An- 
derson, and after assuming that com- 
mand and up to the very hour of his 
death, was at the very forefront of ac- 
tion in suppressing the Filipino insur- 
rection. Gen. Lawton’s command con- 
sisted of three brigades under Gens. 
King, Ovenshine and Wheaton, and 
with these troops he pressed forward 
through the fastnesses of the tropical 
island with surpassing and indomitable 
energy, never sustaining a repulse and 
never failing to carry any position 
which he saw fit to assail. 

On April 8, Gen. Lawton, with a force 
of 1500 men set out on an_ expedition 
against Santa Cruz on the southeastern 
shore of Laguna de Bay. This force 
was transported in lighters towed by 


tugs, and was convoyed by gunboats. | 


The woods were shelled, and the rebels, 
after a determined resistance, were 
driven back eastward with heavy loss. 

The expedition to Santa Cruz having 
been withdrawn, Gen. Lawton on April 
22 advanced in a northeasterly , direc- 
tion from Manila and cleared the coun- 
try of hostiles in the vicinity of Nova- 
liches. 

On April 25 Gen. Lawton, with a part 
of his command, reached Norzagaray, 
and on May 5 Lawton’s now united 
force captured Balinag, after hard 
fighting. On May 14 San Miguel was 
taken by Lawton’s scouts, and three 
days later his advance guard captured 
the town of San Isidro. The advance 
was resumed on the 18th. and on the 
23d the expedition arrived at Malolos, 
having marched 120 miles in twenty 
days, engaged in twenty-two fights, 
captured twenty-eight towns, destroyed 
300,000 bushels of rice, killed 400 rebels, 
wounded double that number, his com- 
mand losing but six men _ killed and 
thirty-one wounded. 

On June 1 Gen. Lawton took com- 
mand of those of the American troops 
that formed the lines east and south of 
Manila. The general, in person, led the 
advance against the rebels in the prov- 
ince of Cavite, and on the 10th of June 
drove them southward along the shore, 
after several sharp skirmishes. On the 
15th he captured the town of Imus, and 
on the 19th was called upon to resist an 
attack in the rear by natives, who at 
first appeared to be friendly. Asin all 
his previous and subsequent engage- 
ments, Gen. Lawton was here entirely 
successful. 

In this series of operations, which is 
called Gen. Lawton’'s Paranaque cam- 
paign, the enemy was driven from the 
country in the vicinity of Manila Rav. 
south of the city, his loss in killed. 
wounded and captured being at least 
two thousand men, and his forces being 
in great measure dispersed. 

The subsequent operations of Gen 
Lawton, leading up to the time of his 
death. have been of current record in 
the dispatches from day to day. and 
show a succession of ranid and effictent 
movements against the enemy at every 
noint. His work has been characterized 
hy soldierly qualities of the hichest or- 
der, Lawton has shown the dash ofa 
Sheridan and the coolness of a Grant. 
He haz not followed. but led. He has 
seen the same hard service that has 
been exacted of the men under his com- 
mand. and has everywhere shown him- 
self the highest type of the American 
soldier. 


HIS LIFE WORK. 


| HE KNEW WAS A SOLDIER'S. 


AT NINETEEN HE FELT THAT HE 
| HAD A VOCATION. 


Gen. Lawton’s Own Account of How 
He Came to Dedicate Himself to 
His Country—Fought Under Gens. 
Rosecrans, Sherman and Sheridan. 
Striking Man in His Personality. 


The Cleveland Plain Dealer of recent 
date, contained a very interesting ar- 
ticle regarding the career of Gen. Law- 
ton, from which The Times makes the 
following extracts: 

“It was a lovely day in June, 1862, 
that my commission of captain was 
handed me,’ said Lawton, long after- 


ward in Arizona, relating the incident 
to a comrade. 


“"T had been commanding my com- 
pany for some time, and I knew I 
would receive the formal promotion, 
for my immediaté superiors had all 
indorsed me in the--most favorable 
terms. But I had not the formal war- 
rant to assume the rank. When it 
was handed to me I would not have 
changed places with king or kaiser. I 
was 19 years cld, and, though my up- 
per lip was as bare as a girl's, I was 
a captain in a fighting regiment. It 
was then that I felt that if 1 had a 

vocation” for anything upon earth it 
was the life of a soldier. Then and 
there I determined to make the service 
of my country my life’s work.’ 

“The Thirticth Indiana took part in 
the sharp fighting with Gen. Bragg’s 
army, on its advance northward in 
1862 into Kentucky, and back into Ten- 
nessee, in the campaign under Gen. 
Rosecrans ending at Chickamauga. It 
was a part of Gen. Sherman’s army, 
and was then under Maj.-Gen. Sheri- 
dan, as its division commander. 

“By this time, in that curious process 
of attrition by which companies, regi- 
ments and armies melt invisibly away, 
the Thirtieth Indiana was much re- 
duced in strength. So December 3, 
1864, by command of Maj.-Gen Thomas 
L. Wood, the Thirtieth was consoli- 
dated into a seven-company battalion, 
with a strength on paper of 701 men, 
but with a ‘present for duty’ of about 
600. Early in 1865 the residuary com- 
pany of the Thirty-sixth Indiana was 
added to this command by order of 
Maj.-Gen. Sheridan, and Lawton was 


colonel, and thirty commissioned and 
six non-commissioned officers were ap- 
pointed at the same time. 

“After the nard fighting of the At- 
lanta campaign, and that under Gen. 
Sherman, the Thirtieth Indiana bat- 
talion had a pretty easy time of it un- 
til November, 1865, when it was mus- 
tered out of the United States service. 

“By this time, Brevet Col. Lawton 
(that being his rank then,) had de- 
termined to get into the regular army 
if he could. There were no vacancies 
then, and the United States army 
‘would need to be.reorganized on a 
much more liberal basis before there 
would be any chance for him. So he 
waited with some impatience for Con- 
gress to take action. On the 28th ‘of 
July, 1866, the regular establishment 
by act of Congress was fixed at 60,000, 
rank and file, with the staff organiza- 
tion very much as it exists today. 
There were forty-five regiments of in- 
fantry, ten of cavalry and five of ar- 
tillery, the infantry regiments to be 
ten companies strong and the cavalry 
regiments ten troops each, with the 
same number of batteries to each regi- 
ment of artillery. ‘It seémed then as 
though everybody wanted to get into 
the regular army,’ said,an officer of 
that period. ‘I never saw such a 
scramble. Finally, when the appoint- 
ments*each State was entitled to were 
determined ‘on, some system was evoked 
out of chaos.’ 

“Lawton’s friends thought he ought 


not to be offered less than a cap- 
tatmcy. He kept very quiet. If he had 


any views he kept them mighty close 
to himself. He had simply asked for 
a commission in the army, leaving the 
authorities to decide what he ought 
to have, upon his credentials. They 
were surely good enough for anybody. 
Thomas J. Wood, a major-general of 
volunteers, and Gens. Sheridan and 
Sherman had handsomely recom- 
mended him. Well, when the appoint- 
ments were made, his-name was not 
among the captains or first lieuten- 
ants. ‘By Jove, can I have been left 
out entirely?’ he said in some amaze- 
ment to his former second in com- 
mand. ‘Surely, Gen. Sherman and 
Gen. Sheridan’s indorsement ought to 
call for something.’ His former com- 
rade, meantime, was scanning a list 
of appointments. Lawton heard him 
say, with a gasp, ‘Well, I’ll be d—d! 
Here you are, Lawton, a second lieu- 
tenant in the Forty-first, foot!’ The 
appointment dated from the 28th day 
of July, 1866. ‘Don’t be in any hursy 
about acting in the matter,’ advised 
Gen. Sheridan. ‘What should I do in 
a like case? Well, if I were you, I 
think I'd take it. Once in, we'll see 
if there isn’t something better for 
you.’ Lawton waited, however, until! 
May 4 of the following year before he 
did accept his appointment. In a 
couple of months he was promoted to 
first lieutenant. le 

“Meantime the fates were at work 
for him. When the army was again 
reduced at the cry of some demagogues 
who wanted to make records as 
‘watchdogs of the treasury,’ Lawton 
went to the Twenty-fourth Infantry. 
Its colonel was one of the most re- 
markable young officers the United 
States army has ever known. He 
graduated at the head of his class in 
1862. Within two and a half years 
thereafter he had attained to a distinc- 
tion never obtained before or since by 
an officer in the United States army. 


the service from first 
major-general for ‘distinguished con- 
duct,’ and ‘distinguished gallantry in 
action.’ Every officer of that period 
will know who is meant. His name 
was Ranald Slidell Mackenzfe. 

“This officer was a captain of en- 
gineers in the regular establishment 
when the war ended, although he had 
been a distinguished division com- 
mander of cavalry when he was 24 
years of age. Shortly before Lawton 
was ordered to the Twenty-fourth In- 
fantry President Grant had sent Mac- 
kenzie to command that regiment. ‘I 
regard Gen. Mackenzie as the most 
promising young officer in the army,’ 
said Gen. Grant to Gen. Thomas G. 
Pitcher at West Point, when the latter 
was superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy. And so he 
was. Gen. Mackenzie knew an officer 
when he’saw one. And, looking Law- 
ton over, noting his stalwart figure and 
powerful make-up, Mackenzie said to 
a friend: ‘I like that new captain of 
mine, Lawton. Unless I’m very wide 
of the mark, he will prove a great 
soldier.’ It was a case of Jonathan 
and David. The two men ‘took’ to 
each other at once. Lawton is ordin 
arily a silent man, saturnine and taci- 
turn to a degres. So was his young 
chief, Mackenzie. 

“Tt was when both men were sent 
down in the Apache country that Law- 
ton began to show what was in him. 
Naches, Eskimizin, Geronimo and oth- 
ers—ambitious young war chiefs all— 
were raiding <Ar'‘zona to within ten 
miles -of its . capital, and leaving 
throughout the territory a broad trail! 
of blood. Mackenzie gave Lawton a

free hand, with good cavalry, and a 
lot of Tonto-Mojave scouts. In a year 
two of the war chiefs of these 
heretofore unconquerable -cravages. 
and two of the sub-chiefs were 
dead, all killed in action. |

“Mackenzie wanted to get into the 
cavalry. He required action, the ex- 
citement of fights and scouting, to 
expend his enormous store of energy. 


So did his favorite lieutenant, Lawton. 
Gen. Grant being entreated, said, ‘Mac- 
kenzie you shall have the first vacancy 
that occurs in the cevaliry.’ Shortly 
after that, Gen. L. P. Graham, colonel 
of the Fourth Cavalry, a fine old sol- 
dier, was compelled by his wounds and 
increasing infirmities, to ask for re- 
tirement. ‘Here's a chance for Macken- 
zie,” said Gen..Grant, and he at once 
transferred him from the Twenty- 
fourth Infantry to the coloneley of the 
Fourth Cavalry.

\PHREE MEN KILLED AND SIX 
“WOUNDED IN CEBU. 


Mail Story of a Surprise Which the 
American Forces Received in a 
Rocky Pass Last October—Sixth In- 
fantry Forced to Retire, Though 
in Good Order. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

MANILA, Nov. 21.—[Wired from San 
Francisco, -Dee. 19.] Belated mail re- 
ports have reached Manila of an ex- 
pedition on the Island of Cebu. last 
month, by a small force of American 
soldiers of the Sixth Infantry, which 
was repulsed by insurgents mainly 
through the desertion of native allies, 
upon whom the Americans depended. 
Two of the Americans were killed and 
two wounded, and in the force of na- 
tive police accompanying them, one 
was killed and four wounded. No of- 
ficial report of the affair has reached 
Gen. Otis, consequently the censor re- 
fused to permit the incident to be ca- 
‘count from aé_ thoroughly reliable 
bled, but the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press has obtained an ac- 
source.

The American commander, at head- 
quarters in the town of Cebu, received 
information that a force of insurgents 
had occupied the village of Maulbaul 
on the west coast of the island; that 
they were levying heavy taxes and 
taking food and horses, and that the 
villagers would be giad to have them 
driven away. Capt. Walker took a de- 
tachment of ten soldiers aboard -the 
steam launch Powerful October 14, and 
proceeded along the coast, stopping at 
the towns of Nacsa and Carcai, where 
ten men were added to the force from 
each garrison. At the latter town, a 
body of 160 native policemen, who were 
friendly to the Americans, was mus- 
tered into the service by their cap- 
tain, Sefior Majia. These natives were 
armed with spears and bolos, and had 
but a few guns among them. 

On the evening of the 16th, the Pow- 
erful reached Maulbaul, and her pas- 
sengers were landed with § difficulty 
through a rough sca. The insurgents 
had retreated to the hills, so the force 
cramped for the night. Early in the 
morning they were on the march. Co. 
C, detachment, acted as advance 
guard, and the natives brought up the 
rear. For three miles they advanced 
along a narrow road with the sea on

An order from Washington concerning 
the ownership of a coasting vess¢ 
which has recently been | 
i here, threatens ¢o seriously interferé 
with the commerce of Panay and the 
Negros Islands. The order reads in 
part as follows: 

“Under the instructions from the 
President of the United States certif- 
cates of inspection and right to fly the 
fag of the United States on the high 
seas of those islands can -only be is- 
sued to vessels owned by citizen 
of the United States residing in th: 
islands: (b) a native inhabitant of 
these islands upon taking the oath or 
allegiance to the, United States; (c) 
i resident of these islands prior to 
April 11, 1899, hitherto a subject of 
Spain and native of the peninsula upon 
abjuring his allegiance to Spain and 
taking the oath of allegiance to the 
United States. Masters and watch of- 
ficers of vessels are required to take 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States. (This may be waived by the 
(sovernor.”’) 

The hardship of .the order from the 
merchants’ standpoint lies in the fact 
that there are no American citizens 
available for owners. In normal times 
Negros and Panav together produce 
125,000 tons of sugar each season. This 
year it is expected the export will be 
about 60,000 tons. Fifteen-sixteenths of 
the sugar handled in and’ out of Tlo- 
ilo is brought here by lighters and 
coasting craft. To handle this sugar 
from Negros to lloilo and to load it on 
vessels in Lloilo harbor, there are 250 
schooners and lighters, known locally 
as lorchas. Two hundred out of the 250 
lorchas are owned by foreigners—Eng- 
lishmen and Chinamen. principally 

Spain during her régime promulgated 
& similar order, but solved the dif- 
fi¢ulty by permitting straw ownership 
of the coasting vessels. The vessels 
were registered in the name of a sub- 
ject of Spain, but remained the prop- 
erty of their British or Chinese owners. 
The United States officials prior to this 
order, followed Spain’s example. There 
were three American citizens available 
at lloilo for this purpose. 

An easy solution of the trouble could 
be found if the Philippines would take 
the oath of allegiance to ‘the United 
States, but they decline, They say 
they are ignorant of the future: that 
they do not know which of the con- 
testing parties will eventually win; 
they do not know when the United 
States may withdraw from these isl- 
ands, and if they swore allegiance to- 
day, tomorrow they might be an easy 
prey to the ghastly vengeance, of their 
countrymen. 

Some few of the natives have been 
bold enough to swear-allegiance to the 
United States; several of these were 
out-and-out rebels, who only did so 
“for the privilege of owning a schooner, 
Which they loaded with contraband 
of war and attempted to smuggle info 
insurgent lines, but were captured by 
the navy, while the others who have 
done so dare not stir out of Iloilo, and 
are in daily dread of assassination by 
their own countrymen. 

This latter possibility was very for- 
cibly brought to the native mind by 
the recent murder of one Caballo, over 
in Negros. Caballo was a good friend 
to the Americans, and was on the 
point, of swearing allegiance. He was 
murdered by a countryman while at 
breakfast with his family. His head 
was stuck on a pole just outside the 
Village of Silay, where there is an 
American garrison, and the. ghastly 
trophy was ticketed, “So die those who 
are friendlv to our enemies.” 

Under conditions existing in Tloilo 
today, the enforcing of this order bids

GOLD FOUND AT CALOOCAN.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] From a trusworthy 
source it was learned today that two 
companies of the Montana Volunteers 
who came back from Manila on the 
transport Zealandia, brought with 
them $150,000 in gold and Mexican sil- 
ver. This treasure was first dis- 
covered by two men at Caloocan. They 
were the first to enter the Filipino 
town, which as very rich. Two Mon- 
tana men entered a large mansion, 
but found the place deserted. They 
then went into a large garden and in 
one corner saw traces of the earth 
having been recently disturbed. They 
prodded with bayonets and_= struck 
something hard. Digging down they 
uncovered a large chest which con- 

tained thousands in gold coin. 

The men who found gold treasure 
took all they could carry. Then they 
uncovered a large chest full of Mex- 
ican dollars. Men of two companies 
were lined up and marched through 
the garden. As each man passed he 
scooped up double handfuls of silver 
and filled his pockets. On the voyage 
over on the Zealandia poker was the 
favorite pastime, chips being $5 and 
no limit. Some of the men had $5000 
in gold and silver~and with the purser 
was deposited $150,000, for which no re- 
ceipts were given, the purser simply 
keeping a memorandum of each man's 
sack. 

During the voyage, some great 
poker games were played. Five dol- 
lars was the usual ante, and there 
was no limit to raises. The authority 
for this story is absolutely reliable.

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT,} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The joint 
resolutions upon the Philippines intro- 
duced in the Senate yesterday by Sen- 
ator Bacon of Georgia were shown to a 
number of Democratic Senators before 
being presented to the Senate, and the 
impression gathered is that they will 
be the basis of opposition in the debates 
on the Philippines. The text of the 
resolutions, which were carefully pre- 
pared by Senator Bacon, is as follows: 

“First—That the government and the 
people of the Unted States have not 
waged the recent war with Spain for 
conquest, and for the acquisition of 
foreign territory, but solely for the 


purposes set forth in the resolution of |* 
Congress making the declaration of 


war, the acquisition of such small 
tracts of land and harbors as may be 
mecessary for governmental purposes 
being not deemed inconsistent with the 
same. | 

“Second—that in demanding and in 


- receiving the cession of the Philippine 


Islands, it is not the purpose of the 
government of the United States to 
secure and maintain permanent domin- 


‘jon over the same as a part of the ter- 


ritory of the United States, or to per- 
manently incorporate the inhabitants 
thereof as citizens of the United States, 
or to hold said inhabitants as vassals 
or subjects of this government, and the 
United States hereby disclaims any in- 
tention to exercise permanent sov- 
ereignty, jurisdiction or control over 
said islands. 

“Third—That the United States hav- 
ing accepted the cession of the Phil- 
ippines, or having by force of arms 
overthrown authority and oppression 
to the authority of the United States 
therein, the duty. and obligation rest, 
upon the United States to _ restore 
peace and maintain order throughout 
the same; to protect in said islands 
the enjoyment of life and property 
and the pursuit of lawful avocations, 
and to continue such protection until 
the power and duty to. maintain said 
protection shall have been transferred 
and intrusted by the United States to 
a government of the people of said isl- 
ands deemed capable and worthy to 
exercise said power and discharge said 


uty. 

“Fourth—That when armed resist- 
ance to the authority of the United 
States shall have ceased within said 
islands and peace and order shall have 
been restored therein, it is the pur- 
pose and intention of the United 
States, so soon thereaftcr as the same 
can be practically and safely accom- 
plished, to provide the opportunity 
and prescribe the method for the for- 
mation of a government by and of the 
people of the Philippines, to be there- 
after independently exercised and 
controlled by themselves, it being the 
design of the United States to accord 
to the people of said islands the same 
measure of liberty and independence 
which have been pledged by the Con- 
gress of the United States to the peo-

“Kifth—That when a stable govern- 
ment shall, by the method aforesaid, 


“have been duly formed and erected in 


said islands, competent and worthy, in 
the judgment of the United States, to 
exercise the powers of an independent 
government and to preserve peace and 
maintain order within its jurisdiction, 
it is the purpose and intention of the 
United States, reserving to themselves 
only such harbors and tracts of land as 
may be needed for coaling stations or 
other governmental purposes, to trans- 
fer to said government, upon terms 
which shall be reasonable and just, all 
rights and territory secured in said 
islands under treaty with Spain, and 
thereupon to leave the dominion and 
control of the islands to their people. 
“Sixth—That when said government 
has been thus formed and set up in the 
Philippine Islands and approved by the 
Tinited States, it is the design and in- 
tention of the United States, through 
treaties with the leading nations of the 
world, to secure the guaranty of the 
continued independence of the same.”’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Represen- 
tative De Armond of Missouri intro- 
duced in the House today a resolution 
declaring the purpose of the United 
States in the Philippines. After quot- 
ing from the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, regarding the inalienable rights 
of man, it declares that, under the 
Constitution, the Federal government 
has no power to rule over colonial de- 
pendencies; that the expansion of our 
commerce cannot be dependent upon 
a policy of imperialism involving sub- 
jugation and annexation of Asiatic 
colonies, and that “we are opposed -to 
the retention of the Philippines, and 
that it is our purpose to consént to 
their independence as soon as a_stable 
government shall be established by 
them, and toward the prompt estab- 
lishment of such a government, we 
pledge our friendly assistance.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has de- 
cided to grant the request of the rail- 
roads for ~the extension of time in 
which to equip rolling stock with im- 
proved couplers and _ other safety 
equipment. The commission will ah- 
nounce its decision probably tomorrow, 
and it is understood the time limit 
will be extended six months from Jan- 
uary 1 next, the date now set. 


HOUSE FINANCIAL BILL. 
SEVERAL CHANGES. IN SENATE. 
(A. PB. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance today author- 
ized Senator Aldrich to report the Sen- 
ate Financial Bill as a substitute for 
the House bill, and after the House 
bill is received from that body, the re- 
port to be made before the adjourn- 
ment for the holidays. Senator Ald- 
rich notified the committee of his pur- 
pose to call up the bill in the Senate 
January 4. 

The committee agreed to several 
changes in the phraseology of the bill. 
One of these changes was in the sec- 
tion relating to the sale of bonds for 
the maintenance of the gold reserve, 
and is as follows: “The gold coin re- 
ceived from the sale of said bonds shall 
be converted into the general fund of 
the treasury and exchanged for notes 
which have been redeemed in the man- 
ner hereinbefore provided, and the 
amount of gold coin in the reserve fund 
shall at no time exceed the maximum 
sum of $150,000,000.’%, 

Another change applies to the pro- 
vision for the issuance of notes by the 
banks so as to provide explicitly for 
the application of this provision to 
banks “by which an amount of circulat- 
ing notes has been issued less than the 
par value of the bonds.” 

A provision is also added for the re- 
peal of the present law limiting the is- 
suance of bank notes to less than the 
par value of bonds deposited. 


FRANCO-CHINESE DISPUTE. 
OFFICIALS NOT MEDDLING. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—It is as- 
serted at the State Department that 
our government has interfered in no 
degree whatever between France and 
China in connection with the pending 
difficulties between those two coun- 
tries.

A committee 
was appointed to consider all these 
matters and bring in a report at the 
afternoon session. One of the first 
things the committee did was to get in 
touch with the meeting of general pas- 
senger agents of the Vanderbilt lines 
in session in New York, who are con- 
sidering also the transcontinental tour- 
ist-rate troubles. Late in the afternoon 
no word had yet been received, and it 
was given out that the special com- 
mittee would not be ready to report un- 
til tomorrow.

GEN. LAWTON’S DEATH. 

It is with deep sorrow that the editor 
of this journal announces the death of 
Maj.-Gen. Henry W. Lawton in battle 
at San Mateo, in Luzon. 

The particulars of the sad event, so 
far as they have been received, are pub- 
lished elsewhere in this issue, together 
with a sketch of the life of the de- 
ceased, and other matter of interest in 
connection therewith. | 
- The death of Gen. Lawton will be 
> felt as a personal loss by a large num- 
ber of persons in Southern California, 
where his acquaintance was extensive. 
To say that his friendships were coex- 
tensive with the number of his acquaint- 
ances is merely to state a truth which 
no one will dispute. He had the re- 
spect and esteem of all with whom he 
was brought into contact, and he fully 
deserved the high regard in which he 
was universally held. A man of ster- 
ling character, of decision and force, of 
uprightness and of sound judgment, to 
know him was to admire and respect 
him. 

It was as a soldier that Gen. Lawton 
was best known throughout the country. 
His standing in his chosen profession 
was of the highest, and his valor de- 
servedly won for him successive promo- 
tions. If it be possible for.a_ soldier 
to be without the sensation of fear, Gen. 
Lawton was that man. His courage 
had been tested in many a sanguinary 
encounter, in the civil war, in the 
American-Spanish war, in Indian wars 
without number, and lastly in the Phil- 
ippine war, where he has made an ex- 
ceptionally brilliant record, within the 
present year, as commander of the First 
‘Division of the famous Eighth Army 


Corps. 


Gen. Lawton died as the true soldiere 


would wish to die when his hour of 
death comes-——in his uniform, and at the 
head of his command. He had acted 
well his part in the drama of life. 
Over his bier will mingle the tears and 
the acclaims of his countrymen, and his 
memory will be forever green in the 
hearts of all men who admire patriot- 
ism, bravery, honor, and all the qualities 
of sterling manhood.

CRUMBLING TRUSTS. 
The suspension of one or two trust 
organizations on the New York Stock 
Exchange, on Monday, d the strong 
probability that there ill ,be other 
failures of the same kind # the near 
| future, emphasizes what The Times said 
in the beginning of the trust craze, to 
| the effect that the evil of the trusts will 
in course of time cure itself. The over- 
capitalization of these concerns was 
bound to bring about a reaction against 
them on the part of the investing pub- 
lic, and to result, eventually, in check- 
ing, if not in stopping altogether, the 
organization of these large aggregations 
of capital upon a basis of fictitious 
values. The reaction predicted has al- 
ready set in. A New York dispatch 
states that none of in- 
dustrial trusts have any longer 
a standing on the Stock Ex- 
change. Their securities are handled, if 
at all, very gingerly, and the distrust 
of their stability is steadily growing. 
In other words, the trust evil is begin- 
ning to cure itself. But, while the in- 
vesting public is losing, or has lest, con- 
fidence in the trusts, it does not follow 
that confidence has been lost in legit- 
imate business organizations which are 
capitalized upon a basis in consonance 
with their real value. Such aggrega- 
tions of capital will enjoy as large a 
part of public confidence as ever. In 
fact, the public confidence in legitimate 
business organizations is likely to be in- 
creased rather than decreased by reason 
ry of the revealed weakness of the trusts; 
for the wide difference between correct 
and incorrect methods of business will 
be accentuated by the collapse of the 
adventitious and the survival of the 
true and sound organizations. The pub- 
lic indignation and resentment which 
have been aroused against the trust 
organizations constitute by no means an 
unreasoning or foundationless sentiment, 
though it is no doubt, in many in- 
stances, based upon more or less of mis- 
apprehension. The methods of these or- 
ganizations have been, perhaps in the 
majority of cases, distinctly inimical to 
the best interests of the public. In 
too many, if notin most, instances, they 
have been conducted upon the principal 
of “the public be d——d.” Organized 
upon a basis of fictitious values, they 
have sought to impose upon the public 
by endeavoring to realize unreasonable 
profits upon their products, by methods 
that will not bear the light of candid 
examination: They have striven, in 
short, to bunco and to victimize the 
American public. This sort of thing, in 
the nature of things, could not last long. 
The trust kite has been flown too high. 
The end which now seems neat at hand 
is the precise outcome which was fore- 
seen from the beginning by those who 
had eyes to see, and- knew how to use 
them. | 
But it will not do, because the trust 
craze has entered upon its decline, to 
assume that the evil will cure itself 
entirely. It will not do for our legis- 
_lators, in Congress and in the Legisla- 
tures of the several States, to sit down 
| supinely and console themselves with 
| the ‘theught that there is nothing for 
| them to do in the premises. Not all of 
‘the trusts are going into a decline. 
Some of them are still strong, and are 
potent for evil. The best resources of 
_statesmanship must be employed in de- 
_vising ways and means to control them, 
_and to reduce their untoward influences 
to a minimum. The President, in his 
message, has pointed out the way, in 
part, which should be followed in our 
| efforts to protect the public from the 
| extortions and the abuses which the 
trusts would inflict upon the people. 
Being fully forewarned of the dangers 
ahead, we are forearmed, and it will be 
our own fault if we do not find a way 
to protect ourselves, 


| The report of Inspector-General Breck- 
inridge on the subject of an efficient 
militia force in this country, is es- 
sentially timély and should be given the 
careful attention of Congress and the 
country. The National Guard of the 
several States should have annual train- 
ing in active service in the field, and 
such ‘training should not be construed a 
part of a picnicking season.

“AGIN THE GOVERNMENT.” 

The violent, unreasoning, and even 
treasonable actions of the Boer sym- 
pathizers who made a demonstration in 
the city of Dublin, on Sunday last, 
while not, perhaps, representing the true 
feelings of the great majority of Irish- 
_™en, werg at least indicative of senti- 
ments on the part of a more or less 
numerous faction in Ireland antagonistic 
to the imperial government which may 
cause a considerable amount of trouble 
before the war in South Africa is ended. 

The speeches of Davitt, Redmond, and 
O’Brien were especially violent, and 
were so distinctly treasonable in char- 
acter that the British government would 
be fully justified in arresting each of 
these men and prosecuting them for 
sedition. Davitt declared that “all 
Irishmen rejoice in the triumphs of the 
Boers,” and that “no power in Europe 
would now fear Great Britain, except, 
perhaps, the Prince of Monaco.” Red- 

ond is quoted as saying that “Mr. 
Chamberlain deserves not doctors but 
executioners.” Other utterances of sim- 
ilar nature were common, and a reso- 
lution of sympathy with the Boers was 
adopted. An attempt was made to 
carry the Transvaal. flag through the 
streets, but this was stopped, very 
properly, by the police. 7 

All this is strongly reminiscent of the 
doings and sayings of Atkinson, Bryan, 
Lentz, Altgeld, and other seditious and 
treasonable individuals in the United 
States, in connection with the action of 
our government in suppressing the re- 


bellion in the Philippines. While the 
actions and the utterances of these 
men, or of most of them, are clearly 


seditious, our government has thus far 
wisely refrained from prosecuting them, 
principally for the reason, no doubt, that 
to do so would in a sense martyrize 
them, and so place them in a position to 
claim, though unjustly, some sympathy 
as men who were being persecuted for 
the sake of their opinions. Our own 
government is great enough and strong 
enough to permit these venomous dis- 
seminators of sedition to spawn their 
treason even at the very feet of liberty; 
for they are so few in numbers, and so 
pitiably weak in comparison to the 
strength of the great mass of loyal 
American citizens, that they are really 
not worth taking notice of at all. The 
most pronounced effect of their efforts 
is to disgust all decent and true Amer- 
icans, who view with increasing loathing 
and contempt their puny efforts to stay 
the march of destiny, .and to turn 
aside the course of the government from 
the righteous and necessary path which 
has been marked out for it by the irre- 
sistible progress of events. 


strong enough to permit the frothing 
of Boer sympathizers, Irish or other- 
wise, within certain limits, provided 
their demonstrations do not take on the 
form of actual aid and comfort to the 
enemies of the empire. It is a nice 
question as to just how far this sort 
of thing may be permitted, with safety 
to the state, and just how far it ought 
to be permitted in any case. The gov- 
ernment of Great Britain, like that of 
the United States, is liberal in such 
matters up to the danger point, and it 
is not altogether certain that the danger 
point is not sometimes passed. Even 
freedom of speech has its limitations, 
and its abuse may easily constitute a 
grave danger to the common weal. 


. ANOTHER OUTRAGE, 

Chicago is having the regular con- 
ventional experience with a gang of 
strikers. As it appears by a dispatch 
from that city, work on a tunnel, which 
is in progress there, has given rise to 
‘a strike, and on Monday last several 
non-untoltmen, upon emerging from the 
tunnel, were assaulted by strikers, during 
which assault a number of shots were 
fired and several men on both sides 
were badly beaten, but fortunately, none 
of the contestants were struck by bul- 
lets. This is a point which most all 
strikes reach sooner or later. First, the 
strikers walk out, and then they proceed 
to attack men who are willing to work 
at the rate of wages offered, and under 
the rules and regulations made by the 
employers. It is unfortunate that the 
Detroit convention of Walking Dele- 
gates of Repose has adjourned its 
sessions, otherwise these Chicago 
strikers and thugs would be certain to 
receive the moral backing of the afore- 
said convention of Restingmen through 
the usual series of set. resolutions. It( 
will be a glad day for America when it 
becomes a country of so much liberty 
that a man shall be permitted to work 
for whomever he pleases without being 
waylaid and beaten, and when an em- 
ployer shall be empowered to employ 
whomsoever he pleases, without the in- 
solent interference of gangs of rioters. 
This is one point in which the Land 
of Freedom is lacking in its right to 
that appellation.

AFTER THE PANIC. 


STOCK MARKET WAS IN THE 
CONVALESCENT STAGE. 


Speculation Was Feverish at First, but 
Secretary Gage’s Relief Measure 
and Recoveries Abroad Sérved 
to Give Strength. 


Prominent Boston Brokerage Firm As- 
signs as a Result of the Flurry. 
First National Bank at Port 
Jarvis Closes Its Doors. 


Throngs of Curiosity-seekers Flock to 
Wall Street to See the Excite- 
ment—Conditions at London 
are Better. 


{A. P. DAY REPORT,] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—All roads 
led to Wall street this morning. Be- 
sides the usual throngs of brokers, 
bankers, clerks and regular frequent- 
ers of the financial district, the ele- 


vated trains, surface cars, ferries and 


private conveyances brought their ad- 
ditions of curiosity-seekers of all con- 
ditions and both sexes. Some had in- 
terests at stake and were on hand io 
watch news and developments, but 
the majority were present simply as 
sightseers. The galleries of the ex- 
change were filled to the utmost. The 
measures already taken for the re- 
lief of the money market and other 
measures projected, including the ex- 


‘pressed intention of the Secretary of 


the Treasury to increase the govern- 
ment deposits with national banks, 
had their effect’ in allaying apprehen- 
sion. 

The sharp recovery in prices’ in 
some of the leading American stocks 
on the London exchange this morning 
contributed to the same effect. The 
feeling was feverish and apprehen- 
sive, however. The advance in the 
Imperial Bank of Germany’s rate of 
discount from 6 to 7 per cent. and the 
8 per cent. discount: rate in Berlin 
caused uneasiness not only on their 
own account, but because they prob- 
ably foreshadowed further. advances 
in the Bank of England’s rate and re- 
sulting pressure of New York. The 
brokers on the floor were in a state 
of wild excitement and the turmoil, 
as the signal sounded for the opening, 
was indescribable. 

Tobacco rallied 4 points from its 
opening loss but yielded again. A re- 
acting tendency became general after 
the first few minutes of trading. Spec- 
ulation was feverish but there was an 
undertone of. strength 4 manifest 
throughout the dividend-paying rail- 
roads. There was a rush after the 


opening which forced. prices down 2 


to 7 points, Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way leading. Good buying then ap- 
peared, prices bounding up. Ameri- 
can Tobacco recovered strength 
permeated all depattments of the list 
and was well maintained until the 
close. 

At 2:30 o'clock the statement was 
made that the govefnment had made 
deposits in depositary banks agegre- 
gating $7,000,000. Of this amount, the 
National City Bank feceived $5,000,- 
000, which was loaned ‘onthe stock ex- 
change at 6 per cent. 

The first rate announced at the open- 
ing of the money market was 30 per 
cent., which was the highest. At noon 
call money was loaning at 25 per cent.; 
19:30 p.m., 6 per cent.; 1:15 p.m., 20 per 
cent.; 1:45 p.m., 8 per cent.; 2 p.m., 5% 
per cent.; 2:55 p.m., 2 per cent. 


‘GAGE’S RELIEF MEASURE. 


MANY APPLICATIONS RECEIVED. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT,] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury up to noon to- 
day had received a considerable num- 
ber of applications from national banks 
for deposits of public funds under the 
Secretary’s ‘announcement of last 
night. The larger number of these ap- 
plications come from New York and 
other eastern cities, although some 
have been received from the larger 
cities of the Middle West. 

Under the Secretary’s offer cash 
will be transferred to national banks 
on deposit of United States bonds to 
their par value, except 3s, on which 
95 per cent. will be allowed, and 2s, .on 
which 90 per cent. will be allowed. This 
fs an old rule, and is intended to secure 
the government from possible loss by 
reason of temporary excess of.cash on 
hand over bonds on deposit. As the re- 
ceipts from internal revenue do not 
average quite $1,000.000 a day, it is not 
expected that the effect of the new or- 
der will be felt for some days to come. 

It is stated that in making allot- 
ments of funds the department will 
discourage the purchase of ‘bonds on 
the part of banks seeking deposits, for 
the reason that if the banks should 
go into the market for this purpose, it 
would probably put up the price, which 
would be against the interests of the 
government, which is itself now in the 
market for the purchase of about $5,000,- 
000 bonds under the Secretary's recent 


‘offer to purchase $25,000,000 worth of 


bonds. 


LONDON CONDITIONS BETTER. 


FAILURE HAS LITTLE EFFECT. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 19.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The failure of the London and 
Northern Bank (Limited,) a compara- 
tively small concern, was announced 
today. The directors issued a state- 
ment attributing the failure to the al- 
leged libelous assertions regarding the 
bank which have appeared in the press. 
The bank's assets, according to the di- 


ties. 

The failure of the bank and the rise 
of the German rate of discount and in- 
terest, the latter from 7 to 8 per cent., 
did not appear to have any serious ef- 
fect on the market here.

panic. 

The transactions on the Stock Ex- 
change were again unmarked by '‘seri- 
ous amount of liquidation. There was 
a plethora of offers to sell, but buy- 
ers were hard to find. Consequently 
many shares were marked down, 
though not to such an extent as yester- 
day. The lack of actual transactions 
was generally due to the feeling that 
the larger houses will do nothing until 
it is known whether or not the French 
bank rate will be raised, It is be- 
lieved in some quarters that if this oc- 


rs, the Bank of England will follow 
mined he. a resulting increase in the

Prof. David P. Barrows of the Nor- 
mal Schoo! at San Diego gave an en- 
tertaining description of the conforma- 
tion of the Colorado Desert, after which 
the session took a brief recess. 

“Imitation and Growth,” discussed by 
Prof. W. A. Edwards of Throop Insti- 
tute, was listened to with interest by 
the large audience and was pronounced 
by many to be a most helpful address. 

The closing address of the morning 
session was delivered by Rev. Cc. Cc. 
Pierce, pastor of Memorial Baptist 
Church. Dy. Pierce presented ‘The 
Element of Hero Worshiv in Boys,” 
and sought to impress upon the assem- 
bled teachers the desirability of dis- 
covering the ideals of boy_pupils. 

“Every boy,”’ said the speaker, ‘‘wor- 
ships some ideal, and if the teacher 
can find out what that ideal is, she 
has virtually mastered the problem of 
the boy’s education.” 

The morning attendants at the High 
School section listened to the report of 
a committee, which was appointed sev- 
eral weeks ago, to consider the report 
of the N.E.A. Committee on College 
Entrance Requirements. The commit- 
tee last named was appointed at the 
Denver convention of 1895, and its re- 
port is a voluminous one, taking up 
many different branches of educational 
work. 

Some of the recommendations of the 

original committee were approved by 
the local committee. 
the report, allowing the introduction of 
algebra, Latin and other studies in 
grammar grades, received favorable 
consideration, and it is intended to 
take up the.question with the High 
School teachers of the county in order 
that definite action may be taken at 
the next annual meeting. 
f Another section of the report, pro- 
viding’ that ancient and modern lan- 
yguages, English and mathematics be 
put upon an equality of a two-year 
minimum requirement, was approved. 

A proposition to divide the school 
system into two grades, elementary 
and high school, was vigorously dis- 
approved of as it was thought that 
popular opinion would oppose the 
change. The experiment was left to 
schools of other States, and if it proyes 
to be a success it will be recommended 
for trial in California. 

At the close of the discussion of the 
committee’s report, the High School 
section listened to a talk on history by 
Prof. Bernard Moses of Berkeley. 

The afternoon session of the same 
section was addressed by Prof. Her- 
man Kower of Berkeley, who took up 
“High School Drawing.” His paper 
was discussed by Mrs. C. P. Bradfield, 
Miss Ritchie, Miss Gleason, and others. 
“The Availability of Physics,’ by Prof. 
Frederick Slate of the State Univer- 
sity was the closing address of the 
High School section, and it was fol- 
lowed by a prolonged discussion. 

The various meetings of grade 
teachers were full of interest and were 
largely attended. Teachers. of the 
first and second grades met in the 
auditorium at 2:10 p.m., and listened 
to an address on “The Influence of 
Physical Exercise on Body and Mind,” 
by Dr. Joseph Kurtz of Los Angeles. 
“The Hygiene of School Life’’ was the 
topic of a talk by Dr. Helen O. An- 
derson of Los Angeles, to the third- 
grade teachers. 

Other papers presented to the differ- 
ent grades were on oral and written 


expression, music, drawing, physical 
culture, language, history and geog- 
raphy. 


Section 6, comprising teachers of 
the seventh and eighth grades, ap- 
pointed a committee to consider the 
teaching of grammar in the primary 
and grammar grades. This commit- 
tee will report an outlined course of 
study at a meeting to be called at 


some futpre time. A sixth-grade class 
of eo directed by Mrs. Gertrude 
Parson$, gave a demonstration of 


their work before section 6. 

A dozen or more instructors 
are interested in sloyd met at 1:30 
p.m. and listened to Arthur H. Cham- 
berlain’s presentation of “The Manual 
Element in the Schools of Germany.” 
This paper was discussed at some 
length by Prof. C. A. Kunow and 
others. 

At the county teachers’ institute 
the plan of instructing the instructors 
of youth was of a different nature 
from that followed by the city teach- 
‘ers’ association. The grammar and 
primary sections were placed in three 
divisions, drawing, arithmetic and 
language. These divisions were sub- 
divided according to grade and an at- 
tempt was made to give a clear an 
thorough insight to the thought and 
experience of prominent educators. 

Dr. Cc. C. Van Liew, president of the 
Chico State Normal School, addressed 
the language section; Miss Lillie M. 
Godden, supervisor of drawing in the 
Kansas City schools, directed the draw- 
ing section, and Prof. Charles E. Hut- 
ton of the Los Angeles State Normal 
School, conducted the lessons before the 
arithmetic section. Practical work and 
the personal experience of the instruc- 
tors were the principal points pre- 
sented. 

The kindergarten section met at 
Ebell Hall on South Broadway, and the 
exercises were conducted by Miss Mary 
F. Ledyard, supervisor of kindergag- 
tens of the Los Angeles city schools. 
A kindergarten was ar- 
ranged and ten instructors led in the 
games, some original and some selected. 
The games were given in series of three 
in quick succession, followed by inter- 
missions, during which solos were sung 
by Mrs. Hannah Harcus and Miss 
Louise Torry.

OLYMPIC GAMES DESCRIBED. 


DR. WHEELER LECTUR - 

“The Olympic Games of 
subject of a lecture delivered ky eve 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler at Blanchard 
Hall, under the auspices of the Ruskin 
Art Club last evening. An audience 
of fair proportions greeted the speaker, 
who was presented by Prof. Stevens 
of Occidental College. The lecture wags 
an instructive and entertaining one 
and was illustrated with stercopticon 
views. 

Dr. Wheeler said, be hesitated not a 
whit when an opportunity came for 
him to do something for the Amcrican 
school at Athens, though he thought he 
had spoken for the last time on the 
Olympic games. ‘The education of 
today has been so broadened,” said 


‘the speaker, “that athletics are con- 


sidered a part of culture. For a cen- 
tury sport has been a part of the Eng- 
lishman’s education and a few years 
ago the French people woke up to the 


idea that they needed something the — 


Englishman had for his physical de- 
velopment. The change that has been 
‘wrought in the Frenchman by athletics 
is little less than marvelous. From 
the French revival came the athletie 
congress in Paris in 1894, and the in- 
ternational games in Athens in 1896. 

“All the movement to put sport in 
education is simply a return to Greek 
education. We are educationally go- 
ing through a great renaissance, turn- 
ing more and more to Greek stand- 
ards. We are realizing that after all 
the aim of education is the man and 
we now see that we have been edu- 
cating his observing and logical 
powers and after we are through we 
find an intellectual manikin. Athletic 
Sport as practiced by the Greeks was 
the training of taste and the will. It 
was not physique as physique, nor to 
beat the record, But to place person- 
ality against personality, to concen- 
trate all of himself and to forget his 
legs and arms and body. What keeps 
people from true drama is self-con- 
sciousness. 

“At first it seemed impossible for 
the Greek people to undertake the in- 
ternational games, but Avenoff, a 
citizen of Athens, gave the money 
to reconstruct the old stadium, where 
the ancient games were held. Athens 
began to put on a new dress and April, 
1896, was a great month. It was sev- 
enty-five years since the Greeks as- 
serted their independence, and the an- 
niversary was selected for the opening 
of the games.”? 

The construction of the stadium 
was vividly described, and views of 
it were shown, with the audience of 
over half a hundred thousand people 
that crowded it every day while the 


great international contests were in 
progress. 
Dr. Wheeler characterized Ameri- 


cans as “athletes like the ancient 
Greeks,’’ they having won over half. 
of the events at Athens in 1896. The 
next international games will be held 
at Paris next year, those following in 
London in 1904, while the great con-

MERRY WIVES 
OF"SALT LAKE IN EVIDENCE. 


WITNESSES FROM UTAH TESTIFY 
AGAINST ROBERTS. 
Congressman-elect Conducts His Own 
Case—“Dr. Shipp” Requested a Caller 
to Address Her as “Dr. Roberts.” 
Testimony Relative to Admissions 
and Writings of Alleged Polygamist. i 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—A number 
of witnesses from Utah appeared to- 
day before the committee of the House 
of Representatives which is investigat- 
ing the case of Mr. Roberts of Utah. 
They included Mrs. Dr. Luella Miles, a 
practicing physician of Salt Lake City, 
Mrs. McDougall, E. I. McDaniel and S. 
I. Wishard, all of Salt Lake City. Mr. 
Roberts was present and conducted 
the cross-examination. 

Mrs. Dr. Miles was the first witness. 
She gave her profession as that of a 
physician at Salt Lake City, and a 
member of the medical society there. 
She gave the details of a call she made 
at the house of Mrs. Dr. Maggie Shipp 
Roberts April 12, 1897, relative to some 
medical society affairs. She addressed 
Mrs. Shipp Roberts as “Dr. Shipp,’ 
Whereupon, the witness said, she was 
interrupted with the request, ‘Doctor, 
you can call me Dr; Roberts.” 

Mrs. Roberts went on to explain, the 
witness said, that she had been mar- 
ried to Mr. Roberts for several years. 
She asked that the medical] society mail 
sent her in future be addressed to. Dr. 
Roberts, not Dr. Shipp. 

Subsequently, the witness called at 
the house and after a visit, Mr. Roberts 
came in and was introduced. She could 
not recall whether there was a specific 
introduction as husband, or whether 
his entry was with such familiarity 
as to indicate a marital status. When 
Mr. Roberts cross-examined the wit- 
ness, she repeated the same story. 

After the witness had stepped aside, 
Mr. Roberts submitted an objection to 
the effect that this testimony related 
to 1897, whereas the committee had no 
jurisdiction over him prior to his be- 


coming a member of Congress. 


“Then you contend,” said Chairman 
Tayler, “that the testimony should be 
confined to polygamous practices sub- 
sequent to March 4, 1899?” 

“I do,’ answered Mr. Roberts. 

“The objection will be noted,” 
sponded the chairman. 

Rev. 8S. E. Wishard was the next wit- 
ness. He gave his business as that of 
superintendent of home _ missionary 
work for the Presbyterian synod, em- 
bracing Utah. He knew Mr. and Mrs. 
Roberts and his first meeting with the 
latter was in September, 1897. This oc- 
curred, he said, on the train at Manti, 
Utah. He was in the car with Roberts, 
and spoke with him. A lady sat beside 
Roberts, and he beckoned to her, and 


re- 


then introduced her, saying: ‘Mrs. 
Roberts, Mr. Wishard.” 
On cross-examination, Mr. Roberts 


brought out Mr. Wishard’s opposition 
to Mormonism, and then asked: ‘‘Was 
Roberts drunk when he made this 
introduction referred 

“Not that I know of.” 

“Was he insane?” 

“TI do not know.” 

“What possible reason, then,’ asked 
Mr. Roberts, ‘‘could Roberts have had 
for putting himself in such a position 
with one who opposed him?” 

The witness said he could not ex- 
plain reasons; he repeated that the 
facts were as stated. 


| Mrs. Maria McDougall testified that }, 
July 22, 1898, when she was on a train, 


Mr. Roberts and Mrs. Dr. Roberts 
traveled on the same train. 

“Once I heard Mr. Roberts intro- 
duce his cémpanion as ‘my wife,’” 
testified Mrs. McDougall, “and _re- 
peatedly as ‘Mrs. Roberts.’ ”’ 

Edward McDaniels, former manager 
of the Salt Lake Herald, was examined 
at considerable length, mainly on the 
politics and convention affairs per- 
taining to Roberts’s nomination to 
Congress. In 1896, while managing the 
Herald, he had a conversation with 


Roberts, in the course of which Roberts | 


told him he had three families. Sub- 
sequently, in 1898, the witness said, 
there was another conversation prior 
to the nominating convention relative 
to rumors against Roberts. The lat- 
ter said he thought this liné of oppo- 
sition would not prove effective, as 
he would court an attack as to the 
plurality of wives. 

On cross-examination, Mr. McDaniels 
said he had opposed the nomination of 
Roberts. Mr. Roberts asked the wit- 
ness: ‘“‘Did not Roberts state at these 
conversations that Celia Dibble Rob- 
erts lived out of the State?” 

“fT do not recall it,’ answered the 
witness. “What Roberts did say,” 
the witness continued, ‘“‘was that he 
was not guilty of the crime of polgamy, 
as that crime had been defined by the 
Supreme Court as the taking of plural 
wives, thus making a distinction from 
unlawful cohabitation.” 

McDaniels said his retirement from 
the Herald was because he did not 
wish to defend Roberts while living in 
polygamous relations. 

Mr. Schroeder, the Gentile repre- 
sentative. who conducted the direct 
examination, submitted a copy of an 
editorial by Roberts in the New Era 
relating to polygamy and its Biblical 
status. 

Mr. Roberts presented a formal ob- 
jection to the testimony on general 
lines already stated. The committee 
then took a recess.

ARGUELLO ACQUITTED. 

The long-deferred investigation of 
the charges against Patrolman Alfredo 
Arguello was held at a special session 
of the Police Commissioners yesterday 
afternoon. After hearing all that could 
be presented on the matter the accused 
officer was promptly acquitted. He 
had no difficulty whatever in making 
a good case for himself on the charges 
that were presented yesterday, which 
were not exactly the same as those on 
Which the board first took action. 
When Officer Lehnhausen first filed his 
charges there was a much greater 
recital of details than was contained 
in'twhat the board considered yester- 
day. The first charges were returned 
to Lehnhausen, so that he might make 
affidavit to them, but he rewrote them, 
and the second set of charges which 
was submitted was of a much milder 
nature than the first. Lehnhausen 
was not present at the investigation 
yesterday and there were certain things 
which the members of the board could 
not learn about the matter. Lehnhau- 
sen is now at Elsinore Hot Springs for 
his health. 

The charges against Arguello were 
that he had reported to the Police 
Station by telephone on the night of. 
September 30 that he could not come 
to work, because he had lost his horse, 
and that later Acting Sergeant Lehn- 
hausen, with another officer, went to 
Arguello’s house and found a party in 
progress there, and found two horses 
in the stable. It was supposed that 
one of these two horses belonged to 
Arguello, and the investigating officer 
took it for granted that Arguello had 
made a false report, and was, there- 
fore, improperly absent from his duty. 
When the charges were filed Arguello 
demanded an investigation, but from 
week to week the matter has been de- 
layed until yesterday. The accused of- 
ficer was represented by Attorney Me- 
serve. Mr. Meserve at the beginning 
of the investigation admitted the truth 
of the statements of fact coptained .in 
the charges and then proceeded_ to 
prove the truth of them. The prosecu- 
tion had no witnesses who knew any- 
thing about the matter, other than that 
Arguello had reported the loss of his 
horse, and that he had not appeared 
for duty on the night of September 30. 
On the other hand, Arguello proved 
that he had had two horses until the 
afternoon of that day; that he had let 
Patrolman Rossa have one of them; 
that during his absence from home the 
other horse had broken out of the cor- 
ral; that he had gone in search of it 
on his wheel; that he had punctured 
his wheel, and, securing anpther, had 
searched until a late hour that night; 
that unexpectedly to his family @ party 
of relatives had appeared at his house 
that evening, and there. had been 
games and dancing in honor of his 
stepdaughter’s birthday; that the two 
horses fgund in the barn belonged to 
his brothers.

LIBRARY BOARD. 
CIRCULATION OF BOOKS. 

The board of directors of the Los An- 
geles Public Library held a very quict 
session yesterday afternoon at the 
City Hall. At the last session it was 
decided to publish 1500 copies of the an- 
nual report and the bids were to have 
opened yesterday. As only two 
bids were received, it was decided to 
extend the time until Saturday at 2 
o'clock p.m. The monthly report of the 
librarian with referénce to the condi- 
tion of the library’ was presented. It 
showed the cash balance on hand No- 
vember 30 to have been $396.46. The de- 
posit balance for the same day was 
$117.75. The home circulation for the 
month was 31,108, and the reading-room 
circulation 17,442, making a ‘total eir- 
culation of 48,545. The number of books 
in the library numbered 51,184. 

Last morith the library board started 
a new registration list. Already 460 
names have been enrolled. It is not the 
intention 6f the board to force the new 
registration, but as fast as the security 
expires and membership is renewed the 
names will be placed on the new list. 
As the security holds good for three 
years, it will take that length of time 
before all the membership is removed 
from the old continuous register. The 
new system, instead of being contin- 
uous, requires a new register every 
ihree years. This action was taken by 
the board with a view to eliminating 
from the register the names of many 
people who are no longer living. Un- 
der the old system all that was neces- 
sary was for the card to be presented 
and renewed and in this way cards were 
held in the names of people who had 
died, and were used by their relatives 
to secure books from the library. 

The new reserved book system is 
gaining in favor, and since inaugurated 
over 200 of the 5-cent postal cards have 
been left at the library.

The recent grading of streets 
debouch upon Alameda street, 
causes a rapid run-off of storm water, 
has made it well-nigh impossible to 
cross the street during an ordinary 
storm. The street flows full from curb 
to curb, and the only way that pe- 
destrians can cross without wading is 
to climb onto a wagon or street 
car. 

This state of affairs has been the 
subject of frequent discussion before 
the Board of Public Works, and many 
plans have been suggested for remedy- 
ing the situation. It was first pro- 
posed to build a storm drain to the 
river, but owing to the fact that the 
surface of Alameda street is as low as 
the river, it would be necessary to run 
the drain a long way south, entailing 
great expense. The City Engineer 
proposed that a new cross-section be 
established on the street. For some 
weeks a party of engineers has been 
at work on the street, and last Mon- 
day the Council adopted a new cross- 
section. In view of the fact that 
storm-water conditions in the city will 
be a subject of continually increasing 
importance, as streets are graded and 
paved, the views of City Engineer Olm- 
sted with reference to the question are 
specially interesting at this time. In 
his annual report to the Council Mr. 
Olmsted will comment on storm and 
flood-water conditions as follows: 

“The levees along the line of the 
official bed of the Los Angeles River 
have been examined and found gen- 
erally in good condition. The atten- 
tion of the railway companies. has been 
called to the necessity of straightening 
the levee lines, and to our desire to 
see the riprapping on the left bank 
proceeding faster. The straightening 
of the channel along the Buena Vista-

street bridge will lessen considerably 
the danger of a break into Alameda 
Street. Alameda street itself is often 
an impassable stream to pedestrians, 
and I have advised a different cross- 
section of the street, which will make 
it possible to cross from one curb to 
the other during an ordinary shower 
without taking a car. 

“For heavy and sharp precipitation 
it can be broadly stated that, not 
alone Alameda street, but a large sec- 
tion, in Los Angeles, is totally unable 
to handle the run-off without serious 
inconvenience and loss to many people. 
During storm times this office, as well 
as the street department, is often 
blamed for what no one in particular 
can properly be charged with, and if 
the time shall come when we have a 
storm-drain sy&tem, still it will cause 
plenty of trouble to handle the exces- 
sive silt and sand which is held in sus- 
pension in the hill waters as they 

lunge down onto the flat. grades, 

yhere the sediment that they carry is 
deposited. The removal from catch 
basins will not be any easier that at 
present from gutters and culverts, 
though perhaps the nuisance may be 
less in evidence.” . ‘

Rottman, with anger 
bubbling over in profanity, is said to 
have drawn a revolver on Mrs. Rogers, 
and to have ordered the entire family 
out of.the building. The night was cold.

A CROP CHATTEL MORTGAGE. 

Nicholas C. Newerf was made de- 
fendant in a suit for the appointment 
of a receiver, yesterday, by L. C.

On October 16, 1899, says the com- 
plaint, Newerf borrowed $6600 from 
Brand, and gave him his promissory 
note, payable six months after date, 
secured by a chattel mortgage on “the

growing crop of oranges to be gathered 
and marketed during the season of 
1899-1900,’ situated in the city of Po- 
mona. By the mortgage, it is alleged. 
the agreement was made that among 
other things Newerf should carefully 
protect the crop until it was ready for 
the market and then immediately de- 
liver the same into the possession of 
Brand. But in default of any part of 
the agreement, Brand was to have 
the right of entering upon the premises 
and take full charge of the crop at 
Newerf's expense. 

The allegation is now made that 
the contract has been violated. Brand 
avers that Newerf has surreptitiously 
removed from the premises a part of 
the crop and sold it to the Fay Fruit 
Company for the Christmas holiday 
trade, and that unless prevented, he 
will dispose of the rest of the fruit 
in a similar manner. The crop,rit is 
said, needs the care of some person 
to gather and market the same, and 
the court is asked to appoint a re- 
ceiver. 

The complaint also alleges that a 
suit has been brought by one Hupfeld 
to foreclose a mortgage on the realty 
where the crop stands for the sum 
of $9000. or over, and also that a judg- 
ment has been rendered against Ne- 
werf in favor of the Parry Implement 
Company in excess of $300. And the 
Statement follows that Newerf is in- 
solvent and unable to respond in dam- 
ages.

' CHINESE DISCHARGED. 


LAWFUL ENTRY CERTIFICATES

SALOON BUMS PREY ON THEM. 
BECKER'S BAD BREAK.

Bike on the New Cycleway. 


PASADENA, Dec. 19.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Interest in the coming 
poultry and hare show in Pasadena is 
manifested all the way from San Diego 
to Los Gatos, and there will be entries 
from all over Southern California. The 
prospects of the show are brightened 
by the fact that none will be held in 
Los Angeles this season. 
Plymouth Rock Club has given its cup 
to be competed for at this exhibition. 
Entries will close Saturday night next, 
and the show will open January 38. 
With the Rose Tournament, the Farm- 
ers’ Convention, and the hen and hare 
celebration, the first week in January 
will be crowded in Pasadena. 

Premiums are offered in 243 classes in 
the poultry exhibition; eight classes of 
Brahmas, sixteen classes of Cochins, 
twelve of Langshans, two of American 
Dominiques, twelve of Plymouth 
Rocks, twenty of Wyandottes, four of 
Javas; four of Spanish, four of Anda- 
lusians; twenty-four of Leghorns, eight 
of Minorcas, twenty-eight of Polish, 
twenty-four of Hamburgs, twelve of 
Dorkings, four of Houdans, forty of 
Standard Games, four of Pit Games, 
one of Guinea fowls; eight of ducks, 
two of pigeons, four of bantams, eight 
of turkeys.

THE CYCLEWAY. 

In two more days the first mile of the 
Los Angeles and Pasadena elevated cy- 
cleway will be completed, fenced in 
and painted. The floor of the incline 
leading to it from Green street in this 
city was laid today, and President 
Dobbins made the first wheel trip on 
the cycleway. Thirty-three men are 
pushing the construction, and they 
will have things in readiness for an 
opening on New Year’s day. On ac- 
count of the non-arrival of the bridge 
bolts, there are gaps in the cycleway 
where it crosses streets, 
bolts fail to come to time, temporary 
bridges will be constructed, so that 
the opening may be a feature of the 
Rose Tournament and bicycle parade. 
A tollgate will be put up next week, 
and the enterprise will actually begin 
to do business January 1—to the dis- 
comfiture of the prophets who pre- 
dicted that it would never reach this 
point. Otis T. Bedell, the well-known 
railroad inventor, who has taken @ 
great deal of interest in the undertak- 
ing, and is spending the winter here, 
has asked for the privilege of being 
the first to pass through the gate at 
the opening. 

CITY COUNCIL. 

“Still stewing,’ is the word from the 
City Council, relative to the prepara- 
tion of a new city charter. The Coun- 
cil considered the matter again in se- 
cret session today, but made no defi- 
nite progress. They are anxious to 
get the right men to serve on the 
committee to draw up a charter, but 
it is not easy to induc® the-right men 
to accept the responsibility. 

The Council made a stroke today in 
the movement for municipal water- 
works. They passed a resolution’ re- 
quiring the two local water companies 
to furnish them within thirty days, a 
detailed and sworn statement, show- 
ing the name of each _ water-rate 
payer for two years, also showing all 
the revenue derived from all sources, 
' with an *‘itemized statement of. ex- 
penditures made for supplying during 
said year; also a detailed statement, 
showing the amount of money. act- 
ually expended annuaily' since such 
corporation commenced business, in 
the purchase, construction and main- 
tenance of the property. also the 
gross cash receipts for the same 
time.” 

Attorney A. R. Metcalfe of the San 
Gabriel Electric Company asked the 
Council to hurry up and decide the 
question of issuing a twenty-three 
months’ permit to this corporation. He 
said the company had hoped the 
Council would have consulted some 
eminent legal authority on the points 
raised by the City Attorney against 
the permit, and would be ready to 
act. Trustee Reynolds said the Coun- 
cil could act without the aid of any 
more lawyers, if they say fit. The 
Council finally agreed to take the 
matter up Thursday morning. 

An ordinance against carrying con- 
cealed weapons was read for the 
first time. Penknives and _ toilet 
shears are not, according to the ordi- 
nance, deemed deadly or dangerous 
weapons. The penalty is a fine of 
from $10 to $300, or imprisonment for 
not less than one day or not exceed- 
ing thirty days. 

FRANK HAWLEY’S DEATH. 

Frank J. Hawley, formerly The 
Times carrier in North Pasadena and 
on other routes, died this morning 
after a series of misfortunes and a 
painful illness. Two months ago he 
was thrown from his wheel and fear- 
fully injured. He had no sooner gone 
at work than he was hurt again in a 
bicycle collision. Recovering from 
this accident, he took his route again, 
but soon had to give it up on account 
of severe pains in his head, supposed 
to be due to a sore. His death came 
rather unexpectedly. A post-mortem 
examination shewed that he had a 
large abcess on his brain, from which 
he could not have recovered. It had 
been gethering for about twelve years 
and had yiven him more or less trou- 
ble during that time. Frank was 17 
years old and remarkably full of busi- 
ness for a boy of his age. He had a 
great faculty for making friends and 
was a faithful worker through thick 
and thin. Many people will have 
cordial recollections of him. The 
funeral will be held at the Universal- 
ist Church parlors Thursday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock.

SAN PEDRO. 
LOCAL NEWSPAPER BOYCOTTED. 

SAN PEDRO, Dec. 19.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] An article recently pub- 
lished in a local paper has had the 
effect of renewing in a small way the 
old troubles with the Sailors’ Union. 
In the San Pedro News, of which 
J. W. Davis is the editor, there ap- 
peared in the issue of December 1, a 
lengthy article bearing -on business 
conditions in San Pedro. Attention was 
called to the recent heavy increase in 
the volume of shipping traffic at this 
port, and it was declared that the in- 
crease had not been followed by any 
corresponding expansion of business 
with the local tradesmen. Blame for 
that condition of affairs was, in a large 
measure, laid at the feet of the Sailors’ 
Union, members of which organization, 
it was alleged, had usurped many of 
the positions formerly held by others. 
The article further represented that 
the union men who were the usurpers 
were aS a rule not men of families, 
that they would, when ashore, live in 
cheap shacks, wear the cheapest 
clothes and spend most of their earnings 
on liquor and women. It was also al- 
leged that the inroads of the union 
sailors on the lumber-discharging work 
had driven away from town self-re- 
Specting men of families who patron- 
ized the butcher, the baker and the 
other tradesmen, instead of the saloon 
and the places of vice. 

In the last issue of the News the

charge is made that a boycott has been 


declared against that paper. The boy- 
cott is by inference laid:«to the Sailors’ 
Union, which, it is represented, is ac- 
tively seeking to destroy the publisher’s 
business. Investigation on that point, 
as made by a representative of the 
Times, partially confirms the charge 
made by the News. A committee 
purporting to represent the Sailors’ 
Union has called on some of the mer- 
chants and requested them to withdraw 
their patronage from the News. In 
one instance the committee presented 
its request politely. In another, where 
the response on the part of the mer-

Mr. Davis, the editor of the News, 
is the agent of the Ship Owners’ As- 
sociation of the Pacific Coast. That as- 
sociation, as far as the employment of 
Seamen on its vessels is concerned, 
does not recognize the Sailors’ Union. 
Whenever one of the association’s ves- 
sels at San Pedro or some of the neigh- 
boring ports, is in need of men Mr. 
Davis is expected to furnish them. The 
union, on the other hand, seeks to pre- 
vent the employment of sailors on any 
of the large coasting vessels, who do 
not belong to the union. That state of 
affairs has on numerous. occasions 
produced friction between the union 
and Mr. Davis, and it is undoubtedly 
a factor in the present trouble. 

Harry Ohlsen, agent of the San Pe- 
dro branch of the Sailors’ Union of 
the Pacific, made the following state- 
ment today: ‘The union as such has 
nothing to do with the lumber work 
on the wharves, nor with the men, 
otherwise than sailors who are em- 
ployed on vessels. The union supplies 
vessels with seamen, but does not un- 
dertake to furnish other than actual 
Seamen to vessels discharging lumber 
at the wharves. When there is a va- 
cancy in the complement of sailors on 
a vessel discharging lumber the union 
undertakes to fill the vacancy, but it 
does not undertake to furnish the su- 
pernumerary men otherwise than sail- 
ors employed on vessels discharging 
lumber. We contend that a sailor who 
is ashore waiting to ship on an out- 
going vessel has as much right to work 
at discharging cargoes as any other 
man, providing the longshoremen have 
no organization at the port, and also 
providing that they receive the same 
remuneration for their labor as the 
men ashore.” 

Ohlsen was asked about the charge 
that the union was seeking to enforce 
a boycott on the News. He declined 
to speak on that point. ‘

SECOND DAY OF THE TRIAL OF 
MRS. KATIE COOK.

Story of the Killing of Her Husband 
Told to the Jury—Prosecution En- 
deavoring to Prove That a Quarrel 
Over Property Was One Motive for 
the Shooting. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 19.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The second day of the 
trial of Mrs. Katie Cook for the killing 
of her husband, T. J. Cook, was at- 
tended by many spectators from all 
over the county. Mrs. Cook, accom- 
panied by her father, mother and 
brother, entered the courtroom just as 
the bailiff announced the opening of 
court, and took a chair immediately be- 
hind her attorneys. Mrs. Cook appar- 
ently pays but little attention to the. 
details of the trial. 

The jury was completed by noon and 
this afternoon the prosecution called 
the first witness, W. W. Barton. He 
was a hired man in the Cook family 
and was the first person to see Cook 
after he had been shot by his wite. 
Barton’s testimony substantially 
the same as at the preliminary exam- 
ination. He told of his being awakened 
about 4 o’clock on the morning of Au- 
gust 28 by a pistol shot, followed by a 
commotion and loud talking in an ad- 
joining room, occupied by Mabel 
Moody, the hired girl. Upon entering 
the room he said Mrs. Cook was flour- 
ishing a smoking pistol and talking 
very excitedly to Miss Moody, accusing 
her of taking her husband. In addition 
to his testimony at’ the preliminary 
trial, Barton testified that on the pre- 
vious evening, while Cdok was trim- 
ming Miss Moody's finger nails, Mrs. 
Cook left the room with tears in her 
eyes, going upstairs to her room, that 
he soon went to his room, leaving Cook 
and Miss Moody alone; that about. ll 
o’clock he heard some one walk into 
Miss Moody’s room, and afterward 
heard two voices, those of a man and 
woman; that when he entered Miss 
Moody’s room a few minutes after the 
pistol shot next morning he noticed by 
the pillows and the appearance of the 
bed that it had been occupied by more 
than one person. . 

Deputy Sheriff Bush testified as to a 
conversation with Mrs. Cook a few 
hours after the shooting; that she told 
him Cook had gone to live with the 
Moody girl one week before the pre- 
vious night and that since that time he 
had been sleeping .on a couch in their 
room near a door. leading to Miss 
Moody’s room. George McPhee, a re- 
porter, testified to practically the same 
facts, with the addition that Mrs.

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A RANCHER’S MISHAP. 
NO CHRISTMAS CHEER FOR THE 
CURTIS FAMILY. 

No merry Christmas is in store for 
Daniel Curtis and family of Elizabeth 
Lake. The holiday season will be a 
sad one for Curtis, his wife and four 
children. It started propitiously, but 
with one fell blow all prospects. for 
their immediate happiness have van- 
ished. By an untoward circumstance 
means by which he hoped to. procure 


Christmas cheer for his family are no 
more. 


Daniel Curtis is a rancher in the 
Elizabeth Lake region, about fifty- 


five miles from Los Angeles. Monday 
morning, he started for the city with 
a wagon load of turkeys for the Chrisi- 
mas trade. With the proceeds of the 
fowls he expected to make his Christ- 
mas purchases, but fate decreed other- 
wise. 

Curtis proceeded safely as far as 
Burbank with his turkeys. While 
crossing the Southern Pacific track 
at Burbank yesterday morning disas- 
ter overtook him. The “Owl” train 
from San Francisco, which was speed- 
ing toward Los Angeles, struck Cur- 
tis's wagon amidships and made a 
sorry mess of the load of Christmas 
turkeys. The wagon was demolished, 
most of the turkeys were killed, the 
two horses met a similar fate, and 
Curtis, himself, did not-escape with- 
out serious injury, though, fortunately, 
his life was spared. 

Seeing the havoc that was wrought, 
the engineer of the “Owl” train re- 
versed his engine, and the injured man 
was picked up, placed aboard the 
train and brought to Los Angeles. 


moved to the Receiving Hospal, 
where Dr. Hagan discovered that the 
man’s right thigh was broken and 
that he had sustained other injuries 
of a less serious character. After his 
wounds were dressed, it was decided 
to send the unfortunate man to the 
County Hospital, but before the am- 
bulance of the latter institution ar- 
rived a friend of Curtis made arrange- 
ments to have him sent to the Hos- 
pital of the Good Samaritan for pri- 
vate treatment. Dr. Carl Kurtz is at- 
tending him, and the patient last night 
was reported resting easily. 

Curtis was. accompanied on his jour- 
ney by another rancher with a wagon 
load of turkeys. This man had crossed 
the track safely when the train bore 
down upon Curtis. The latter heard 
the warning whistle, but did not have 
time to escape before the locomotive 
struck the wagon. 

Curtis lives in Del Sur Township. 
He is 38 years of age, and has a wife 
and four children, who have not yet 
been apprised of the accident that has 
befallen him.
